Paris, Sept. 11.— Germ any’s counter 
proposals 
to 
those 
submitted 
by 
France regarding the settlement of 
the Moroecan difficulty have reached 
Paris. 
M. De Selves, the foreign min­ 
ister, after taking cognizance of them, 
immediately carried the document to 
Prem ier Caillaux. 
The two ministers made a lengthy 
examination of its contents and decid­ 
ed to submit the counter proposals to 
specialists 
on 
Moroccan 
questions, 
notably M. Regnault, th«* French min­ 
ister to Morocco. 
W hen they have 
formed an opinion the premier will 
call a meeting of the cabinet, prob­ 
ably on Thursday, and lay the whole 
matter before the ministers. 
In accordance with an agreement 
made with the German government no 
communication was made to the press 
concerning the text of the document, j 
but it is understood that Germany, in 
return for the recognition of France’s 
free hand in Morocco, demands eco­ 
nomic guarantees which amount to 
privileges and w hlch would be unae- 
ceptable not only to France but to all 
the other powers, hs they would prac­ 
tically suppress commercial equality 
in Morocco. 


Frenc h Financ e Is Blamed. 


It appears certain that the financial 
difficulties of (Germany are partly the 
result 
of the operations of French 
finance. 
The German monetary world 
was caught at a time when it was un­ 
able to resist the sudden hostility of 
the Paris bankers, who three weeks 
ago began to cut off credits which in 
any wav concerned Germany. 
Much Berlin paper is held in Paris, 
and 
considerable 
by 
Swiss 
banks 
which are debtors of the Paris bank­ 
ers. 
When the political situation was 
taking on a dark phase, as an ordinary 
measure of prudence French financiers 
began calling in the debts owed by 
Germany. 
German 
embarrassment 
was im m edia tely perceived, and this 
process was encouraged by the Fr«neh 
government as a diplomatic maneuver. 
A French banker, who has close re 
i latlons with the government, returned 
nere Friday from Berlin, where h<* has 
made a thorough examination of the 
situation. 
There 
is 
no 
disposition 
among the Baris bankers to push mat* 
ters too far. but they explain that 
they desire the return of their money 
at a time when apprehensions con­ 
cerning «he political future exist. 
Among 
the 
Germans 
distrust 
of 
their own government with reference 
to finances is. in French opinion, go­ 
ing to exercise a strong influence in 
settling the Moroccan controversy. It 
is known that the financial flurry has 
been intensely annoying to German 
statesmen.

The loggers on the reservation will

usually obs« rved in the cutting of In 
dian pine will be carried out. The In ­ 
dians will receive at least $6 per thou 
sand* for the Norway pine and $8 for 
the white pine timber.

much higher than these will be pa id 
by purchasers.

‘Full simkmI ahead, get some 
where else than where you are—It mat

stin ted reformer was bringing a fa 
vortte patch to the quilting lice, and 
when the work was Orally completed 
our scheme of government, he predict­ 
ed, would tie as bizarre as the old 
fashioned quilt that grandmother used 
to make. 
“It is h'gli time.” said Senator Suth­ 
erland. “for a reaction ti* that ii indent 
but discredited common sense which 
thinks In*ton* it acts intend of re­ 
penting afterward.’’

lose statehood than yield their right to 
control their state government. 
What 
a mockery it is to start a constitution 
with a preamble declaring ‘we. the 
people of Arizona, grateful 
to Al­ 
mighty God for our liberties,’ and then 
hurbur for an Instant the thought of 
surrendering or limiting that God giv­ 
en liberty at the Instance of any man 
who happens to occupy temporarily 
the office of president. 


The Man Doesn’t Changa. 
“I see no reasou why a man who 
occupies a Judicial position should be 
governed by laws aud standards of 
public service different from those 
which apply to legislative or executive 
officers. 
Judges are but human. We 
sometimes elect 
legislators 
to 
the 
bench, send former Judges to the legis 
bitore and place judges in executive 
positions, even elevating them to the 
highest executive office in the land. A 
man does not change his standards of 
ethics when he changes his office. 
A 
man who is dishonest or incompetent 
In an executive or legislative office will 
as likely l*e dishonest or Incompetent 
In ii judicial office. 
Ile who would 
use his power as an executive in an 
Improper manner or for an improper 
purpose would exercise judicial power 
In the same way. 
In any branch Of 
government he Is a servant of the 
people, not their master, abd h** should 
Im? subject to dismissal by the people 
after fair opportunity to be heard upon 
his record 
The people elect a judge 
bora line of anticipated good • ervice. 
and they woald cecnll him only fat 
demonstrated bad service.”
